Hall deliver- 
ed an interesting lecture on the 
planet dars, using large chart- 
sketches io illustrate points in re- 
gard to its orbit, axis, surface in 
various phases, etc. The lecture 
was a discussion of both facts and 
theories about Mars. 

The lads brought out that this 
ruddy planet we sec was known to 

the earl} Egyptians, bin not to ihe 

degree that modern telescopes en- 
able us lo know it, for we know 
more about it t han we do of an} 
other planet. 

It is lcarer lo us. with Ihe ex 
pection of Venus and our moon, the 
two latter being of far less inter- 
est since thev appear 'lifeless. 
Mars i N aext to the earth in the 
solar system, has an elliptieal 
orbit whose mean distance from 

the sun at one of ils foci is 111 .- 
Ott0,000 miles: a distance hard- 
ly to be grasped until we under- 
stand that ii would lake a train, 
moving:;! the rale of |00 miles an 
hour. IGU vears. with do slops, to 

cover t hi-- distance 

'The earth being bn( 1)3,000,- 
000 of miles from Ihe sun, there is 
quite a difference in conditions on 

the two. Karlh and .Mars, less light 
and heat is received on Ihe latter. 
Kill Mars' surface is cover- 
ed with a thin water-vapor, which 
acts as a blanket and keeps Mars 
warm. 

Mars shines only -by reflect- 
ed light, like our earth, and also 
like the earth it is an oblate spher- 
oid, the Battening at the poles 
amounting to about tweuty miles. 
it is quite small compared to the 
earth, having a diameter of 4200 
miles, and its volume i< j of the 
earth's. 'This makes its gravity 
much less, about ^ that of ours; 
so a man weighing IfiOlhs, unearth, 
would weigh r,o lp s . on Mars, and 
physical labor would be more 
than lwirea>casv mi Mars. Thus
